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lraq arrests suspects

BAGHDAD — Iraqi authori- 
ties have arrested a member of 
an alleged Iranian-backed militia 
suspected in an attack that killed 
three U.S. soldiers in southern 
Iraq, police said Saturday. 

Meanwhile to the west of Bagh- 
dad, abomb killed three people, in- 
cluding the son of a tribal leader. 

Maj. Gen. Adil Daham, chief of 
the Basra provincial police, said 
the militiaman confessed early 
Saturday to the attack on a U.S. 
base near the airport. The soldiers 
were killed Thursday night in a 
rocket attack, the U.S. military 
said, in a rare assault on troops in 
the comparatively quiet south. 

During a search of the house 
where the suspect and an aide 
were arrested, Iraqi officials say 
they seized four Iranian-made 
rockets and documents listing 
names of officials to be targeted. 

U.S. military commanders be- 
lieve some Shiite militias have 
received funds and training from 


Iran, which denies the charge. 

On Saturday, a bomb struck 
the vehicle of Sheik Naeim Salih 
al-Halbosi, a Sunni tribal leader, 
as he was leaving his house near 
Fallujah, a former insurgent 
stronghold west of the capital, po- 
lice said. 

Al-Halbosi survived with shrap- 
nel wounds, but his son and two 
bodyguards were killed, an offi- 
cer said on condition of anonym- 
ity because he was not authorized 
to speak to the media. 

Al-Halbosi is a member of a 
tribal council cooperating with 
the Shiite-led government on se- 
curity in the Fallujah region that 
has helped dramatically reduce 
insurgent activity in the area. 

Also Saturday, government 
spokesman Ali al-Dabbagh said 
the Iraqi Cabinet approved a mea- 
sure to confiscate the assets of the 
family of toppled dictator Saddam 
Hussein and 52 former close aides 
who had used their powers to take 
over or misuse public properties 
or funds. Parliament must also 
approve the bill.

If extremists realize “some 
of the limitations that we have, 
that’s a vulnerability they could 
use against us,” a senior U.S. 
military intelligence official said. 


Clarification

“The fact is that some of these are 
very politically sensitive targets” 
thought to be close to the Shiite- 
dominated Iraqi government of 
Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki. 

Several U.S. officials agreed to 
discuss relations with the Iraqi 
government and military only on 
the condition of anonymity. 

The new guidelines are a re- 
flection of rising tensions be- 
tween the two governments. 
Iraqi leaders increasingly see the 
agreement as an opportunity to 
show their citizens that they are 
now unequivocally in charge and 
that their dependence on the U.S. 
military is minimal and waning. 

U.S. commanders have de- 
scribed the pullout from cities 
as a transition from combat to 
stability operations. But they 
have kept several combat battal- 
ions assigned to urban areas and 
hoped those troops would remain 
deeply engaged in training Iraqi 
security forces, meeting with 
paid informants, attending local 
council meetings and supervising 
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U.S.-funded civic and reconstruc- 
tion projects. 

The Americans have been 
taken aback by the new restric- 
tions on their activities. The Iraqi 
order runs “contrary to the spirit 
and practice of our last several 
months of operations,” Maj. Gen. 
Daniel Bolger, commander of the 
Baghdad division, wrote in an e- 
mail obtained by The Washington 
Post. 

“Maybe something was ‘lost 
in translation,” Bolger wrote. 
He said U.S. troops intend to 
engage in combat operations in 
urban areas to avert or respond 
to threats, with or without help 
from the Iraqis. 

U.S. commanders have not 
publicly described in detail how 
they interpret the agreement’s 
vaguely worded provision that 
gives them the right to self-de- 
fense. The issue has bedeviled 
them because commanders are 
concerned that responding quick- 
ly and forcefully to threats could 
embarrass the Iraqi government 
and prompt allegations of agree- 


ment violations. 

One U.S. military official here 
said both Iragi and American 
leaders on the ground remain 
confused about the guidelines. 
The official said he worries that 
the lack of clarity could trigger 
stalemates and _ confrontations 
between Iraqis and Americans. 

“We still lack a common un- 
derstanding and way forward at 
all levels regarding those types 
of situations,” he said, referring 
to self-defense protocols and the 
type of missions that Americans 
cannot conduct unilaterally. 

In recent days, he said, senior 
U.S. commanders have lowered 
their expectations. 

“T think our commanders are 
starting to back off the notion 
that we will continue to execute 
combined operations whether the 
Iraqi army welcomes us with open 
arms or not,” the U.S. commander 
said. “However, we are still very 
interested in and concerned about 
our ability to quickly and effec- 
tively act in response to terrorist 
threats” against U.S. forces.

But the records are still riddled with signifi- 
cant gaps: Only about 34,000 patients have active 
pharmacy records and fewer than 200 have re- 
cent radiology records. 

During a committee hearing last week, Rep. 
Tim Waltz, D-Minn., himself a veteran of Opera- 
tion Enduring Freedom, said he was encouraged 
by the recent progress but noted that “at the cur- 
rent rate, we’re not going to have all the veterans 
in the system for 70 years.” 

The Pentagon has provided nearly 230 million 
medical files to the VA, but they’re a loose collec- 
tion of pharmacy reports, lab results and health 
assessments. They don’t provide a full medical 
history for most troops leaving the service. 

At least part of the problem is the Defense 
Department’s own medical records. Mary Ann 
Rockey, deputy chief information officer for the 
Military Health System, said only about half of 
their patients have fully digitized records. 

The histories of the rest are confined to paper 
records, copied and passed around as patients 
move from doctor to doctor. 

That was part of Fugate’s disaster: One day, 
when his Lexington VA physicians did receive 
partial medical records from Walter Reed, “the 
file was a huge binder so thick you could knock 
someone over with it,” Fugate said. 

“The doctor went through it and told me there 
wasn’t anything useful in there. If there was, I 
don’t know how anyone could find it.” 


Sharing information 


What Fugate’s doctors had hoped for was a 
full, online record, detailing what surgeries he 
had faced and clearly outlining what medical 
complications could occur. 

Tom Tarantino, legislative associate with the 
Iraq and Afghanistan Veterans of America, said 
within the VA’s health system, veterans can get 
their records sent from one clinic to the next. 
When he transferred his veteran medical re- 
cords from one VA clinic to a private practice 
across the country a few years ago, “the whole 
process took only about five minutes.” 

Rockey said the Military Health System has 
also made dramatic improvements in that area 
over the last three years, now allowing military 
doctors to access records like details of surger- 
ies that happened in a combat zone and lists of 
medications wounded troops received over their 
entire recovery. 

But getting those separate systems to coodinate 
is difficult. Representatives from both depart- 
ments told lawmakers that not all of that infor- 
mation is available at every VA medical center, 
and military doctors in turn have trouble attach- 
ing notes and critical details to patients records 
that outside physicians will be able to use. 

Often it depends on a degree of luck; In many 
places staff still aren’t familiar with how to ac- 
cess the system or view the information. Rear 
Adm. Gregory Timberlake, acting director of the 
departments’ Interagency Program Office, said 
his office was established in April 2008 to create 
a common ground for that information sharing, 
and to develop standards for how medical data 
will be recorded and filed. 

Researchers from the Government Account- 
ability Office said so far the two departments 
have established a system to share basic physical 
exam data and information on drug and alcohol 
use. But inpatient records still lag, and only lim- 
ited work has been done to scan in old paper files 
for the work. 

Timberlake said he’s optimistic the two sides 
can reach agreement on how to do the work by 
the Sept. 30 deadline. 

Tarantino said while the information sharing 
is acritical aspect of the lifelong electronic medi- 
cal record goal, it’s not necessarily a roadblock 
for the process. He’s still optimistic the lifelong 
records will be in place in just a few years, maybe 
as early as the end of 2010. 

“Tt’s not like they have to develop new technol- 
ogy,” he said. “That’s the single most frustrating 
part of this. It’s not like we’re going to the moon.”

Historic mission complete 


First female Marine One pilot finishes ground-breaking tour

WASHINGTON — Maj. Jennifer Grieves wanted indepen- 
dence, exposure and something she could be proud of when she 
joined the Marine Corps. She got all that, and more — including 
a place in history as the first woman to ever pilot Marine One, 
the president’s helicopter. 

About 40 times in the past 14 months, she has been the one 
responsible for ferrying President Barack Obama, former Pres- 
ident George W. Bush and former Vice President Dick Cheney 
to and from Andrews Air Force Base, and other points in their 
world travels. Her 14-month rotation as a Marine One pilot 
ended Thursday with another first: An all-female crew flew the 
president to Andrews. 

Grieves, 38, joined nearly 20 years ago in her hometown of 
Glendale, Ariz., seeking broader horizons. Until then, her only 
exposure to the military was a grandfather who had served in 
the Navy. 

Grieves came to helicopters by chance. A college mentor rec- 
ommended she take an aptitude test. She did; it pointed her to- 
ward flying. She was accepted to flight school and “ended up 
realizing that I should have wanted to do that ever since I was 
a kid.” 

“Tt’s something I love,” Grieves said of flying; she can fly 
three different types of helicopters. 

A supervisor who had served in the Marine One squadron 
recommended that she apply. She joined in 2005, spent a cou- 
ple of years as a co-pilot and then became qualified to fly vice 
presidents and visiting heads of state.She was given the ultimate 
responsibility, being designated a “Marine One,” in 2008. The 
native of Alameda, Calif., said she didn’t realize the significance 
of her achievement until her rotation ended Thursday. Next 
comes leadership school in Quantico, Va., starting in August. 
Grieves expects to finish in June 2010 and return to flying, ei- 
ther in North Carolina or Afghanistan. 

“Yesterday, I realized that it might be significant, and it might 
be important,” she said, adding that she was proud of her crew 
and all the Marines who support her. “And I guess, a little bit, 
I’m kind of proud of myself, too.” 

On Thursday, Obama greeted Grieves and her co-pilot, Maj. 
Jennifer Marino, of Palisade, Colo., as he boarded. Once on the 
tarmac at Andrews, he walked up front and told them how proud 
he was, she said. He gave her one of his personal presidential 
coins. 

“He said he’s always felt like he was in good hands with all of 
us,” Grieves said. There’s little time to get to know the president, 
but that isn’t Grieves’ job.

“Our job is to fly him, to be professional, take him from A to B 
and to take him there safely,” she said. 

Her first day flying Bush, “I was a nervous wreck. I was ex- 
tremely nervous,” she said. 

She remembers he boarded and came to shake her hand. “He 
kind of did a doubletake,” at the sight of a woman in the pilot’s 
chair. They greeted each other and “he smiled at me and I knew. 
I kind of felt what he was thinking and he walked back to the 
back and he was great ever since, just like President Obama,” 
Grieves said. “I think the fact that they both have daughters 
makes it a little more special for them.”

In the words of retired Gen. 
Colin Powell, postwar Germany 
was “a breath of freedom” for 
black soldiers, especially those 
out of the South: “[They could] 
go where they wanted, eat where 
they wanted, and date, whom they 
wanted, just like other people.” 

Germany, on the heels of a Ho- 
locaust flamed by anti-Semitism, 
would seem to be the last place 
on earth to experience any wisp 
of racial freedom. 

But two historians studying the 
experience of black American 
GIs in postwar Germany main- 
tain that racial discrimination 
was not institutionalized as it was 
in the southern United States at 
the time. So, interracial interac- 
tions were possible, if not always 
popular. 

“When they got out of the 
South, it was their first experi- 
ence of a society without racial 
boundaries,” said Maria Hohn, 
who teaches German history at 
Vassar College and wrote “GIs 
and Frauleins: The German- 
American Encounter in 1950s 
West Germany,’ published in 
2002. 

Hohn and her colleague Mar- 
tin Klimke are collecting the oral 
histories of black veterans who 
served in postwar Germany and 
are looking for more to interview 
for a research project that, even 
in its infancy, has been honored 
by the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People. 

Hohn and Klimke have about 
50 interviews lined up with black 
veterans, but want to talk with at 
least 100. 

“Our major concern is to get 
these stories on the record, not 
only for history but also for the 
families,” said Klimke, a re- 
search fellow at the Heidelberg 
Center for American Studies at 
the University of Heidelberg in 
Germany. Younger generations

have “no idea their grandparents 
or parents spent so much time in 
Germany and witnessed these 
things.” 

Titled “The Civil Rights Strug- 
gle, African-American GIs and 
Germany,” the project explores 
the connection between the es- 
tablishment of American military 
bases abroad and the advance- 
ment of civil rights in the U.S., 
and the role that black GIs played 
in carrying the demands of the 
civil rights movement abroad be- 
ginning with World War II. 

Hohn and Klimke are initially 
focusing on Germany, which has 
been home to the largest contin- 
gent of American troops deployed 
outside the United States for the 
past 60 years. Between 1945 and 
the end of the Cold War in 1989, 
about 2 million to 3 million black 
military personnel, family mem- 
bers and civilian employees lived 
in Germany. 

For many black servicemem- 
bers, the irony of fighting Na- 
zism and promoting democracy 
abroad while being subjected 
to the racist fist of Jim Crow 
changed their perspective and 
fueled a purpose, the researchers 
say, sparking their involvement in 
the civil rights struggle after they 
returned to the United States. 

“As a consequence of their ex- 
periences, but also the opportuni- 
ties offered by military life, GIs 
were empowered,” Hohn said. 

“The goal is to build a large oral 
history collection that will keep 
on growing in the future with the 
help of the military community 
and the people who interacted 
with them,” Klimke said. 

They’re searching for black 
servicemembers who served in 
Germany from 1945 until the 
end of the Cold War to share “any 
kind of stories or reflections ... on 
their time in Germany or on how 
their military service changed 
their perspective on civil rights in 
the United States,” Klimke said. 

Those stories, aS well as pho- 
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black 


tographs and documents from 
the era, are part of an exhibit 
that’s traveling around Germany 
and the United States this year 
and next. There is discussion of 
bringing the exhibition to mili- 
tary bases throughout Europe 
next summer, Klimke said. 

The project, supported by the 
German Historical Institute in 
Washington, D.C., Vassar College 
in Poughkeepsie, N.Y., and the 
Heidelberg Center for American 
Studies, is also being made into 
a digital archive available online 
at: http://aacvr-germany.org. The 
site provides contact information 
for black veterans interested in 
speaking with the researchers. 

Hohn and Klimke hope that by 
giving voice to the experiences of 
black servicemembers in post- 
war Germany, they’ll expand the 
story of the civil rights movement 
beyond the boundaries of the 
United States. 

So far, those voices have told 
powerful, poignant stories. 

Says Leon Bass, who as a 19- 
year-old black sergeant was 
among American soldiers who 
liberated Buchenwald, a Nazicon- 
centration camp, in April 1945: 

“There were so many different 
groups placed in that camp by the 
Nazis. And what did the Nazis use 
as a yardstick as to who would 
be chosen to go there? They said 
those people who were not good 
enough, those people who were 
inferior, they could be segre- 
gated. So, you see what I mean? 
Segregation, racism, can lead 
to the ultimate, to what I saw at 
Buchenwald.” 

Bass’ story is found among 15 
interview transcripts posted so 
far on the Web site. 

“The veterans are very enthu- 
siastic about the project and that 
someone is taking on their story, 
which has sort of fallen through 
the cracks on both sides of the At- 
lantic,” Klimke said.

Navy individual 
augmentees to get 
prep checklists

NAPLES, Italy — Starting on 
Monday, all Navy individual aug- 
mentees and their commands 
have to complete a new checklist 
that ensures sailors are medical- 
ly, legally, financially and profes- 
sionally ready to go downrange. 

IAs deploy alone, as opposed to 
deploying with an entire unit, and 
they fill specific job requirements 
for combatant commanders. The 
checklist covers such areas as 
medical status, promotion eli- 
gibility, training certifications, 
banking and credit card informa- 
tion and updating of wills. It must 
be completed within a month of 
the sailor receiving IA orders. 

“The new checklist has taken 
all of the medical and adminis- 
trative requirements that were in 
different places and consolidated 
them,” said Cmdr. Roy Strachan, 
with IA support for Fleet Forces 
Command. 

“The old checklists weren’t 
fully inclusive. The new checklist 
builds advocates in the process 
so the sailor and his or her family 
isn’t doing this on their own. It’s a 
team effort.” 


Sailors assaulted in 
Australia return to ship 


Three USS George Washington 
sailors who were assaulted in a 
scissors attack during a port visit 
to Australia have returned to the 
ship for duty, Navy officials said 
Friday. 

Meanwhile, two Australians 
will appear in court Monday for 
the July 5 attack in Perth, accord- 
ing to The Australian newspaper. 

As many as six people at- 
tacked two male sailors and one 
female sailor about 1 a.m. follow- 
ing a verbal altercation, said Lt. 
Cmdr. Bill Urban from aboard 
the George Washington, which is 
at sea but is homeported at Yoko- 


When deployed, IAs may be 
attached to other services, such 
as Army or Marine Corps units. 
Sailors tapped for such duty may 
be permanently transferred as 
an IA or assigned on a temporary 
basis, leaving their command for 
up to a year. 

There are currently more than 
14,000 sailors serving in IA jobs 
in Iraq, Afghanistan, Europe, Af- 
rica, the U.S. and Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, according to the Fleet 
Forces Command. 

Commands assign an IA coor- 
dinator to help sailors complete 
requirements for their new as- 
signments. Commands are also 
required to keep in contact at least 
once a month with sailors during 
deployments, even if they’re no 
longer attached to the unit be- 
cause of the IA assignment. 

“Command involvement is 
key. We don’t want the sailor to 
feel like he or she has been aban- 
doned,” Strachan said. “It helps 
reduce stress so they can concen- 
trate on the mission at hand and 
not worry about the support net- 
work for their families.”

A U.S. Air Force F-15E Strike Eagle crashed in 
eastern Afghanistan early Saturday, a U.S. Forces 
Afghanistan press release said.

Aighan drug trade targeted 


DEA to send more agents to combat terror-funding industry

WASHINGTON — The U.S. government is 
dramatically expanding a long-neglected sec- 
ond front in the war in Afghanistan, dispatching 
Drug Enforcement Administration agents in an 
effort to decapitate the Taliban-linked drug traf- 
ficking networks that are fueling the insurgency 
and corrupting the Afghan government, current 
and former counternarcotics officials say. 

The move is seen as a recognition that the 
war in Afghanistan cannot be won with military 
force alone. Until near the end of its eight years 
in office, the Bush administration failed to link 
the drug traffickers in Afghanistan with the ris- 
ing insurgency, basing its anti-drug campaign 
primarily on an effort to destroy the vast fields 
of poppy that produce more 
than 90 percent of the world’s 
heroin. 

But that campaign has proved 
politically unpopular with Af- 
ghans and some NATO-led U.S. 
allies operating in the country. 
It is considered by the new ad- 
ministration to have been an 
expensive failure that backfired 
and drove farmers and influen- 
tial tribesmen into supporting 
the insurgency. 

The U.S is now shifting to a 
counterinsurgency campaign 
that will send even more troops 
to Afghanistan, but that also 
emphasizes targeting dozens of large-scale drug 
“kingpins” whose empires are producing vast 
amounts of hashish, opium, morphine and hero- 
in, some of it going to U.S. markets. 

In interviews, more than a dozen current and 
former U.S. counternarcotics officials say they 
have grown alarmed by the increasingly close 
ties between the drug traffickers and insurgents 
in recent years. 

Because the Taliban controls large swaths of 
Afghanistan, the traffickers and their support 
networks must pay them at least $100 million a 
year — and possibly several times that — to grow 
and protect their fields of poppy, run their sophis- 
ticated processing labs and smuggle their drugs 
out of the country. 

Similar drug trafficking activity is flourish- 
ing in the lawless tribal belt that includes north- 
west Pakistan, and it is providing huge volumes 
of cash to the Pakistani Taliban and al-Qaida as 
well, those officials said. 

“We see their involvement through just about 
every stage of drug trafficking, and in each of the 
four corners of Afghanistan,” Thomas Harrigan, 
the chief of operations for the DEA, said of the

Taliban. “They use the money to sustain their op- 
erations, feed their fighters, to assist al-Qaida.” 

In response, the number of DEA agents and 
analysts in Afghanistan will jump from 13 agents 
to 68 by September and ultimately to 81 in 2010, 
with more deployed to Pakistan, too. 

The DEA also has been designated as the lead 
organization in a multiagency Afghan Threat 
Finance Cell that will go after not only the drug 
kingpins in both countries, but also corrupt poli- 
ticians and other sources of funding for the in- 
surgency, including extortion and kidnappings, 
according to DEA documents and interviews. 

The DEA agents will be based in each quad- 
rant of Afghanistan in an effort to bolster their 
existing network of informants and to conduct 
sting operations and other investigations. 

“There are a lot of black holes 
in Afghanistan regarding intel- 
ligence; we don’t know what we 
don’t know,” Harrigan said. 

The drug agency also will 
expand the U.S. program to 
train Afghan authorities in how 
to investigate and prosecute 
suspected drug traffickers and 
their extensive logistics and 
support networks. 

“Clearly there was a mistake 
made early on,” between 2001 
and 2006, said former Ambas- 
sador Thomas Schweich, who 
became the Bush administra- 
tion’s coordinator for counter- 
narcotics and justice reform in Afghanistan in 
2007.

Schweich lobbied hard for a DEA expansion, as 
did then-deputy national security adviser Juan 
Zarate. The National Security Council recom- 
mended in August 2008 that DEA take the lead 
in anew Afghan Threat Finance Cell, basing it on 
a Pentagon-led unit operating in Iraq. 

Two months ago, 10 members of a DEA For- 
eign-deployed Advisory Support Team partici- 
pated in the largest U.S. special forces mission in 
Afghanistan since 2001, a four-day battle to take 
out a major Taliban stronghold and drug bazaar 
in the town of Marjeh in Helmand province. 

Operation Siege Engine Two lasted four days, 
during which time authorities seized a huge 
cache of weapons, explosives and bomb-making 
materials, as well as tons of drugs in all stages of 
production. 

Privately, some current and former officials 
questioned whether the DEA expansion will help 
turn the tide against the insurgents, or what they 
say is deeply entrenched corruption at all levels 
of Afghan government.

Disputed civilian deaths 
in Afghanistan focusing 
attention on U.S. policy

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan — 
An airstrike that Afghan officials 
allege killed at least four civilians 
Wednesday was the first test of a 
new U.S. directive that American 
troops let Taliban fighters flee if 
civilian lives are at risk. 

U.S. officials said Friday that it 
wasn’t at all clear that the civil- 
ians had been killed in an air- 
strike in southern Afghanistan, 
saying the casualties appear to be 
victims of small-arms fire. 

However, the quick denuncia- 
tion of the deaths by the governor 
of Kandahar province, an ally of 
President Hamid Karzai, shows 
how sensitive the issue of civil- 
ian casualties has become, even 
as the American military vows 
to reduce them and to investigate 
the latest allegation. 

Army Gen. Stanley McChrys- 
tal, the top U.S. commander in 
Afghanistan, ordered American 
ground troops two weeks ago to 
avoid calling in airstrikes if civil- 
ian lives are at risk in an effort to 
avoid casualties and to show the 
local population that U.S. forces 
are here to protect them. 

In a community in which tech- 


nology and literacy are scarce, 
however, the first version of 
events usually prevails, and that 
appeared to be the case Friday. 

Throughout Kandahar, resi- 
dents charged that their relatives 
were missing or injured at the 
hands of an overzealous foreign 
force. 

The mayor of Kandahar city, 
Toryalai Weesa, joined the gov- 
ernor, charging that an_ air- 
strike that U.S. forces launched 
Wednesday night in the village of 
Shawalikot, about 20 miles north 
of Kandahar, killed four civilians 
and injured 13, including women 
and children. 

American ground troops called 
in the airstrike, the Afghan offi- 
cials said, during a battle with 
Taliban gunmen. Shawalikot is a 
known Taliban stronghold. 

Local officials allowed report- 
ers to film at a hospital where 
some of the injured were being 
treated. Many were wrapped in 
bandages, but there was no way 
to tell how they’d been injured. 

U.S. military officials acknowl- 
edged that they had launched an 
air attack in the area but said 
they hadn’t confirmed reports 
of deaths or injuries due to the 
strike.

Legendary journalist 
Cronkite dead at 92

NEW YORK— Walter Cronkite, 
the premier TV anchorman who 
reported with reassuring author- 
ity on events ranging from the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy to the moon landing 
and came to be called “the most 
trusted man in America,” died 
Friday. He was 92. 

Cronkite’s longtime chief of 
staff, Marlene Adler, said Cronkite 
died at 7:42 p.m. at his Manhattan 
home surrounded by family. She 
said the cause of death was cere- 
brovascular disease. 

Cronkite was the face of the 
“CBS Evening News” from 1962 
to 1981, when stories ranged from 
the assassinations of Kennedy 
and the Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr. to racial and anti-war riots, 
Watergate and the Iranian hos- 
tage crisis. 

It was Cronkite who read the 
bulletins coming from Dallas 
when Kennedy was shot Nov. 22, 
1963, interrupting a live CBS-TV 
broadcast of the soap opera “As 
the World Turns.” 

He died just three days before 
the 40th anniversary of the moon 
landing, another earthshaking 
moment of history linked inexo- 
rably with his reporting. 

Cronkite’s 1968 editorial de- 
claring the United States was 
“mired in stalemate” in Vietnam 
was seen by some as a turning 
point in U.S. opinion of the war. 
He also helped broker the 1977 
invitation that took Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat to Jerusa- 
lem, the breakthrough to Egypt’s 
peace treaty with Israel. 

A former wire service reporter 
and war correspondent, he valued 
accuracy, objectivity and under- 
stated compassion. He expressed 
liberal views in more recent writ- 
ings but said he had always aimed 
to be fair and professional in his 
judgments on the air. 

President Barack Obama called 
him the “voice of certainty in an 
uncertain world.”

points higher than leading politi- 
cians, and a 1974 survey in which 
people chose him as the most 
trusted television newscaster. 

Like fellow Midwesterner 
Johnny Carson, Cronkite seemed 
to embody the nation’s main- 
stream. When he broke down as 
he announced Kennedy’s death, 
removing his glasses and fighting 
back tears, the times seemed to 
break down with him. 

As many as 18 million house- 
holds tuned in to Cronkite’s top- 
rated program each evening. 
Twice that number watched his 
final show, on March 6, 1981, com- 
pared with fewer than 10 million 
in 2005 for the departure of Dan 
Rather, Cronkite’s successor. 

“Walter loved reporting and 
delivering the news, and he was 
superb at both,” Rather said. “He 
deserves recognition and remem- 
brance, too, for the way he solidly 
backed his correspondents and 
producers, defending them vigor- 
ously in coverage of difficult sto- 
ries such as the Vietnam War and 
the Watergate crimes.” 

Walter Leland Cronkite Jr. was 
born Nov. 4, 1916, in St. Joseph, 


Mo., the son and grandson of den- 
tists. The family moved to Hous- 
ton when he was 10. 

Cronkite quit high-school for 
a full-time job with the Hous- 
ton Press. After a brief stint at 
KCMO in Kansas City, Mo., he 
joined United Press in 1937. Dis- 
patched to London early in World 
War II, Cronkite covered the bat- 
tle of the North Atlantic, flew on 
a bombing mission over Germany 
and glided into Holland with the 
101st Airborne Division. He was 
a chief correspondent at the post- 
war Nuremberg trials and spent 
his final two years with the news 
service managing its Moscow 
bureau. 

Cronkite returned to the United 
States in 1948 and covered Wash- 
ington for radio stations. He then 
accepted Edward R. Murrow’s 
invitation to join CBS in 1950. 

In 1940, Cronkite married 
Mary Elizabeth “Betsy” Max- 
well, whom he had met when they 
both worked at KCMO. 

They had three children, 
Nancy, Mary Kathleen and Wal- 
ter Leland III. Betsy Cronkite 
died in 2005. 


Jackson's mother may challenge executors

LOS ANGELES — Michael 
Jackson’s mother asked for a 
judge’s ruling Friday on whether 
she can challenge the authority of 
two men named in her son’s will 
as executors of his estate without 
being disinherited. 

The filing does not formally 
challenge the appointment of at- 
torney John Branca and music 
executive John McClain as exec- 


utors of Michael Jackson’s estate. 

But a favorable ruling could 
pave the way for 79-year-old 
Katherine Jackson to seek con- 
trol of her son’s estate, which has 
an estimated value of more than 
$500 million. 

A judge granted her temporary 
control over roughly 2,000 items 
taken from her son’s Neverland 
Ranch and slated for auction, but 
her authority expired and was 
given to Branca and McClain. She 


had sought to control Jackson’s 
estate, but that was before the 
singer’s 2002 will was filed in Los 
Angeles. 

It names Branca and McClain 
as Jackson’s choice for co-execu- 
tors of the will and states his es- 
tate should be placed in a private 
trust. 

Jackson’s trust included a “no 
contest” clause that calls for any- 
one who challenges the will to be 
disinherited.

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House to probe CIA plan 


to deploy ‘killer teams’

WASHINGTON — The House Intelligence 
Committee said Friday it will investigate whether 
the CIA broke the law by not informing Congress 
promptly about a secret program to deploy teams of 
killers to target al-Qaida leaders. 

Committee Chairman Rep. Silvestre Reyes, D- 
Texas, said the hit team plan, which was never car- 
ried out, is among several intelligence operations 
that will be investigated as part of a broad inquiry 
into the CIA’s handling of disclosures to Congress 
about its secret activities. 

“T intend to make this investigation fair and thor- 
ough, and it is my goal that it will not become a dis- 
traction to the men and women of the CIA,” Reyes 
said. CIA spokesman Paul Gimigliano said the 
agency shares that goal and will work closely with 
the committee on its review. 

The House Intelligence Committee will examine 
concerns that the CIA failed to inform the Senate 
and House Intelligence committees about former 
President George W. Bush’s wiretapping program, 
harsh interrogation techniques and the destruction 
of interrogation videotapes, according to a commit- 
tee aide. 

The inquiry also will focus on how the CIA han- 
dled disclosures about the 2001 downing of a small 
plane carrying American missionaries over Peru 
and on other cases, said the aide, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity because he was not authorized 
to discuss the matter publicly.

“fully and currently” informed of intelligence ac- 
tivities through classified briefings. 

Separately from the committee’s inquiry, Rep. 
Jan Schakowsky, D-IIl., will head an investigation 
into the details of the CIA plan to send out teams of 
killers, she said Friday. 

“Why was there such a high-level determination 
to keep it secret? And how may it have changed over 
all these years? And why was it immediately ended 
as soon as the current CIA director learned of it?” 
she said, describing the outlines of what her sub- 
committee plans to delve into. 

Rep. Peter Hoekstra, R-Mich., the senior Republi- 
can on the committee, criticized the investigation as 
“partisan, political theater.” He said he would sup- 
port a “balanced review,” but contended Democrats 
are prematurely accusing the CIA of breaking the 
law. 

“At no time will the Republicans of this commit- 
tee agree to or take part in congressional Demo- 
crats efforts to tear down the CIA to provide cover 
for Speaker Pelosi,’ Hoekstra said in a statement 
Friday. 

He was referring to a frequent GOP talking point 
accusing House Democrats of trying to bolster House 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi’s accusation that the CIA lied 
to her about its harsh interrogation program. 

The intelligence committee’s investigation was 
triggered by CIA Director Leon Panetta’s June 24 
disclosure about the hit team program in an emer- 
gency briefing he called a day after he canceled the 
program after learning about it the same day.

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Special interrogators 
considered for terror

WASHINGTON — _ The 
Obama administration is con- 
sidering creating a special unit 
of professional interrogators to 
handle high-value terror sus- 
pects, focusing on intelligence- 
gathering rather than building 
criminal cases for prosecu- 
tion, a government official said 
Saturday. 

The recommendation is ex- 
pected from a presidential task 
force on interrogation methods 
that plans to send some find- 
ings to the White House on 
Tuesday. 

The official said the panel, 
which has not completed its 
work, has concluded that the 
unit of intelligence and law 
enforcement agencies should 
be created. The task force is 
unsure which agencies should 
have a role, though the CIA 
and FBI are expected to be 
important players, according 
to the official, who was not au- 
thorized to publicly discuss the 
panel’s work and spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

Ben LaBolt, a White House 
spokesman, said President 
Barack Obama has not re- 
viewed the _ task  force’s 
recommendations. 





The spokesman declined to 
discuss any findings. 

The recommendation about 
the new unit was first report- 
ed in Saturday’s Wall Street 
Journal. 

The unit’s structure would 
depart significantly from such 
work under the Bush adminis- 
tration, when the CIA had the 
lead and sometimes exclusive 
role in questioning al-Qaida 
suspects. The task force has 
not reached a conclusion as 
to which agency should lead 
the unit or where it should be 
based, the official said. 

Such a unit would not alter 
the Obama _ administration’s 
decision against using harsh 
interrogation techniques such 
as waterboarding, which 
simulates drowning, _ that 
were authorized by the Bush 
administration. 

The Obama task force is ex- 
amining what other techniques 
could be used, the official said. 

Obama _ signed executive 
orders when he took office in 
January calling for govern- 
ment task forces to recommend 
future policies for interrogat- 
ing and detaining suspected 
terrorists.

Apollo astronauts celebrate 40th 
anniversary of historic landing

DAYTON, Ohio — It was a re- 
union of reunions. 

Twelve Apollo astronauts remi- 
nisced, traded stories and poked 
fun at each other Friday night as 
the 40th anniversary of the first 
moon landing and moonwalk 
approached. 

The astronauts, including first 
moonmen Neil Armstrong and 
Buzz Aldrin, attended the cere- 
mony in which the National Avia- 
tion Hall of Fame presented the 
Apollo crews with the “Spirit of 
Flight” award for their courage 
and dedication. 

The crowd of hundreds at the 
National Museum of the Unit- 
ed States Air Force erupted in 
cheers when a video chronicling 
the space program replayed 
Armstrong’s famous first words 
after stepping on the moon July 
20, 1969: “One small step for man, 
one giant leap for mankind.” 

“It was spectacular,’ Arm- 
strong recalled of gazing at the 
moon’s surface as he took those 
first steps. “Anytime you go to a 
place where everything you see 
is different than anything you’ve 
ever seen before in your life, it’s 
unique and it’s memorable. And 
that certainly was.” 

Armstrong said there was little 
time to savor the experience. 

“We didn’t rest hardly five sec- 
onds when we got a message from 
Mission Control, saying get on 
with the next item,’ Armstrong 
said. 

Armstrong said he had been a 
backup on Apollo 8 and that when 
he wasn’t needed was asked if he 
wanted to be on the third mis- 


sion down the line — what turned 
out to be the fateful Apollo 11 
mission. 

As they sat together on the 
stage, the astronauts joked and 
bantered with each other. 

Astronaut Eugene Cernan, the 
last man to walk on the moon, 
also flew in the flight preceding 
Armstrong’s. He joked that his 
job was to paint a white line to the 
moon that Apollo 11 could follow. 

“Everyone knew Neil could 
land on the moon, but we didn’t 
have a lot of confidence Neil could 
find it,’ Cernan quipped. 

“T’ve been listening to that for 
40 years, and this is not the time 
to change my position,’ Arm- 
strong shot back, drawing laughs 
from the crowd. 

But the first lunar landing was 
a serious matter for the astro- 
nauts and those in mission con- 
trol. When the designated landing 
zone proved to be too rocky, Arm- 
strong had to burn fuel from a 
diminishing supply to find a suit- 
able place to touch down. 

“T can’t say it was panic, but it 
was a lot of attention to detail in 
mission control,’ said Charles 
Duke, who was at mission con- 
trol at the time. “The fuel level 
is going down, down, down, and 
things are getting real tense.” 
When there were only 30 seconds 
of fuel left, “it got dead silent.” 

The event was among several 
nationwide meant to commemo- 
rate the 40th anniversary of the 
moon landing. 

President Barack Obama will 
host the Apollo 11 crew on Mon- 
day, a senior administration of- 
ficial said. The crew planned to 
attend a lecture at the Smithson- 
ian Institution Sunday night.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida — Astronauts 
inside and out worked to install a porch for ex- 
periments on Japan’s expansive space station lab 
Saturday, a major objective made all the more dif- 
ficult by microphone static that often drowned out 
the spacewalkers’ voices. 

Veteran spaceman David Wolf and rookie Timo- 
thy Kopra could barely make themselves under- 
stood at times because of the loud static emanating 
from their helmet microphones. 

“Dave, youre unreadable,” astronaut Christo- 
pher Cassidy called from inside the shuttle-station 
complex. Two hours later, it was no better. “It’s 
hard to follow along with this comm,” Cassidy said, 
looking for clarification on what the spacewalkers 
were doing. The trouble lasted the entire 5'/2-hour 
spacewalk, the first of five planned during Endea- 
vour’s space station visit. 

NASA officials said it was a nuisance but not a 
safety issue, and they hoped to resolve the problem 
before the next spacewalk on Monday. 

Indeed, Wolf and Kopra wasted no time 220 
miles up prepping the Kibo lab — Hope in Japanese 
— and the new porch for their mechanical hookup. 
Wolf removed an insulating cover from the lab and 
tossed it overboard; the white cover drifted away,

“Or whether we’ll seize 
this opportunity — one we might 
not have again for generations — 
and finally pass health insurance 
reform this year, in 2009.”

At a late scheduled White 
House appearance Friday, he ap- 
pealed to lawmakers not to “lose 
heart” and asked for deeper cost 
cuts to calm concern over the 
huge expense. 

Republicans were not swayed. 

“The president and some Dem- 
ocrats insist we must rush this 
plan through,” said Sen. Jon Kyl, 
R-Ariz. “Why? Because the more 
Americans know about it, the 
more they oppose it. Something 
this important needs to be done 
right, rather than done quickly.” 

Two House committees on 
Friday approved their parts of 
the bill over Republican objec- 
tions. That left one more to act. 
But Democrats facing tough re- 
election bids or representing 
conservative districts demanded 
additional measures to hold down 
costs. 

Given the complexities, as well 
as fresh calls for delay in the Sen- 
ate, House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
D-Calif., opened the door to push- 
ing off a vote beyond the early 
August timeline that she and 
Obama laid out weeks ago. Pelosi 
long has said the House would 
vote before lawmakers leave on 
vacation at the end of July.

Now she hedged for the first 
time. 

“We have to see what the Sen- 
ate will do,” she said, before sug- 
gesting that changing the bill to 
produce more savings might re- 
quire additional time. 

It will take a lot to convince Re- 
publicans, nearly united in oppos- 
ing the Democrats’ plan. 

“Tt would empower Washington 
— not doctors and patients — to 
make health care decisions and 
would impose a new tax on work- 
ing families during a recession,” 
Kyl said in the GOP’s weekly ad- 
dress. “They propose to pay for 
this new Washington-run health 
care system by dramatically 
raising taxes on small business 
owners.” 

Kyl, the Senate’s No. 2 Republi- 
can, said his party’s proposed al- 
ternatives should be considered. 

“These changes do not re- 
quire government takeover of the 
health care system, or massive 
new spending, job-killing taxes or 
rationing of care,” he said, seek- 
ing to string together the biggest 


fears of Obama’s plan to chal- 
lenge the popular president. 

Obama rejected the criticism 
out of hand. 

“Now, we know there are those 
who will oppose reform no matter 
what,” Obama said. 

“We know the same special 
interests and their agents in Con- 
gress will make the same old ar- 
guments and use the same scare 
tactics that have stopped reform 
before because they profit from 
this relentless escalation in health 
care costs.” 

Obama also repeated his pledge 
that his plan would not add to the 
federal deficit or deny patients’ 
choices. 

“Under our proposals, if you 
like your doctor, you keep your 
doctor. If you like your current in- 
surance, you keep that insurance. 
Period, end of story,” he said. 

That’s a pledge, however, be- 
yond Obama’s control. 

His plan leaves companies free 
to change their health plans in 
ways that workers may not like or 
to drop insurance altogether.

WASHINGTON — Vice Presi- 
dent Joe Biden’s trip to Ukraine 
and Georgia will build on the 
United States’ relationship with 
the countries while not annoying 
Russia, his national security ad- 
viser said Friday.

said. 

Biden also planned to reiterate 
the United States’ opposition to 
renewed violence in Georgia. 

U.S. support of Georgia’s gov- 
ernment has been a source of ten- 
sion with Russia, which fought a 
war with Georgia last summer. 

Barack Obama’s administra- 
tion has sought to ease Georgian 
officials’ concerns that their 
country will lose out as the Unit- 
ed States seeks to improve ties 
with Russia. 

“Our effort to reset relations 
with Russia will not come at the 
expense of any other country,” 
Blinken said. 

Biden plans to arrive in Tbili- 
si on Tuesday after a visit to 
Ukraine, whose government also 
has been at odds with Moscow. 

The visit is intended to show 
that the Obama _ administra- 
tion rejects Russia’s claims to 
a sphere of influence over the 
region. 

“For the United States, we’re 
not seeking to build spheres of 
influence or to dominate a par- 
ticular region,” Blinken said. 
“Rather, we are looking for 
strong partners to help us meet 
common challenges.”

Retailer deletes Kindle users’ copies of Orwell books, citing piracy

NEW YORK — A pirated e-book of 
“1984” led to an Orwellian moment for 
Kindle customers. 

Users of Amazon.com’s e-reader device 
were surprised and unsettled after re- 
ceiving notice that George Orwell works 
they had purchased, including “1984” and 
“Animal Farm,” had been removed from 
their Kindle on Friday and their money 
refunded. 

It was conspiracy time on the Internet. 
Big Brother’s revenge? Pressure from the 
publisher? No, says an Amazon spokesman 
— the deletion of pirated copies that had 
been posted to the Kindle store. 


“These books were added to our catalog 
using our self-service platform by a third 
party who did not have the rights to the 
books,” spokesman Drew Herdener said 
Friday. 

“When we were notified of this by the 
rights holder, we removed the illegal cop- 
ies from our systems and from customers’ 
devices, and refunded customers. We are 
changing our systems so that in the future 
we will not remove books from customers’ 
devices in these circumstances.” 

Herdener’s explanation differed from 
what Kindle users were told by Amazon’s 
customer service, which made no refer- 
ence to piracy, but implied that the remov- 
al was the publisher’s choice. 


“Published by MobileReference ... [the 
books] were removed from the Kindle store 
and are no longer available for purchase,” 
according to an e-mail sent to customers. 
“When this occurred, your purchases were 
automatically refunded. You can still lo- 
cate the books in the Kindle store, but each 
has a status of not yet available. Although 
a rarity, publishers can decide to pull their 
content from the Kindle store.” 

Herdener said the customer service 
statement was incorrect and reiterated 
that the works were pulled because of legal 
issues. MobileReference is a digital pub- 
lisher that offers a wide range of literary 
titles, although Orwell’s books were not 
mentioned on the company’s Web site as of 


Friday night. 

An e-mail message sent to the publish- 
er’s owner, SoundTells, was not immedi- 
ately returned. 

The Orwell ordeal highlighted two con- 
cerns in the virtual world — that a book 
already paid for and acquired can be re- 
voked by the long arm of a retailer (the 
Kindle operates on a wireless connection 
that Amazon.com ultimately controls); and 
the difficulty of stopping bootlegged texts. 

The digital library is rapidly growing, 
but numerous classic works, from “Catch- 
22” to “Lolita,” remain unavailable as e- 
books. Piracy has been one concern for 
rights holders, although illegal works have 
yet to have a measurable impact on sales.

Clinton urges India, other 
nations to tackle terrorism

MUMBAI, India — Off the in- 
jured list and back on the world 
stage, U.S. Secretary of State Hill- 
ary Rodham Clinton on Saturday 
gave an impassioned defense of 
American demands that India and 
other countries do more to tackle 
terrorism and global warming. 

Opening a three-day visit to 
India, Clinton sought to empha- 
size common interests, symbol- 
ized by the terrorist attacks in 
this seaside city last November 
that killed 166 people. 

“It must be stopped,” she said, 
adding that the United States can- 
not do it alone. 

Part of the backdrop to Clin- 
ton’s visit is a sense of unease 
among Indians that the Obama 
administration is focusing more 
on its anti-terror campaigns in 
Afghanistan and Pakistan, at the 
expense of attention to the world’s 
largest democracy. 

Clinton is the highest-ranking 
administration official to stop in 
India. 


She has been widely popular 
since visiting as first lady in the 
1990s. 

Showing no visible effects from 
elbow surgery in mid-June, Clin- 
ton met with business leaders, 
was serenaded by female entre- 
preneurs and participated in a 
televised discussion at a college 
on what’s wrong with education 
in India and the U.S. 

It was the first event of her day, 
however, that underscored most 
strongly the central message she 
carried from Washington. 

“The bottom line for me is, our 
government is committed in the 
fight against terrorism,” she told 
reporters at the Taj Mahal Palace 
and Tower after meeting private- 
ly with a group of survivors of last 
year’s attacks on the Taj and an 
adjacent hotel. 

“And we expect everyone” who 
shares the American desire to end 
violent extremism “to take strong 
action to prevent terrorism from 
taking root on their soil and mak- 
ing sure that terrorists are not 
trained and deployed — and we 
believe that around the world.” 


U.S. agrees to strengthen 
Japan’s nuclear defense

TOKYO — The United States 
and Japan agreed Saturday to 
strengthen the U.S. defense of its 
close ally against any nuclear at- 
tack by North Korea — Japan’s 
top security concern. 

The U.S. has established a “nu- 
clear umbrella” to protect Japan 
and other non-nuclear allies from 
possible attack. The umbrella 
comprises U.S.-based nuclear 
weapons, including ballistic mis- 
siles with nuclear warheads, and 
nuclear submarines, in a system 
that has been in place since the 
Cold War. Japan does not allow 
nuclear weapons on its territory. 


U.S. and Japanese officials in 
charge of defense and foreign 
affairs decided Saturday to hold 
regular talks on how to boost the 
effectiveness of the defense sys- 
tem, a Japanese Foreign Ministry 
official said on condition of ano- 
nymity, citing protocol. 

They also agreed to increase 
efforts to encourage North Korea 
to return to international disar- 
mament talks. 

Kurt Campbell, U.S. assistant 
secretary of state for East Asian 
and Pacific affairs who attended 
the meeting, told Japanese pub- 
lic broadcaster NHK that a first 
meeting is expected in Washing- 
ton in several weeks.

JAKARTA, Indonesia — Sus- 
picions hardened Saturday that 
the fugitive leader of a South- 
east Asian terrorist group mas- 
terminded suicide bomb attacks 
on two American luxury hotels 
in Indonesia’s capital that killed 
seven people. 

Investigators examined body 
parts and other forensic evidence 
in an attempt to identify the two 
bombers. They confirmed the 
death of a third Australian in 
Friday’s blasts — bringing the 
number of confirmed foreign fa- 
talities to at least four — and said 
their earlier toll of eight had in- 
cluded the two bombers. 

Terrorism experts said they 
strongly suspect the attacks were 
orchestrated by Noordin Top, a 
Malaysian fugitive who heads a 
breakaway faction of the South- 
east Asian militant network Je- 
maah Islamiyah. 

“T’m 200 percent sure this was 
his work,” said Nasir Abbas, a 
former Jemaah Islamiyah leader 
turned police informant who has 
worked with police on investiga- 
tions into Indonesia’s last three 
terrorist attacks. 

The bombers posed as guests 
attacked the J.W. Marriott and 
Ritz-Carlton hotels in Jakarta, 
setting off a pair of blasts that 
wounded more than 50 people, 
authorities said. 

A police investigator also told 
The Associated Press on Satur- 
day that Noordin was the most 
likely suspect. 

“Considering the target, the lo- 
cation and content of the bombs, it 
was clearly the work of Noordin,” 
the investigator said, declining to 
give his name because he wasn’t 
authorized to speak to the media. 

He said police had confiscated 
handwritten notes, a cell phone 
and a bomb encased in a laptop 
computer from room 1808 of the

Asian talks to focus on N. Korea

BANGKOK — The _ United 
States is expected to trumpet its 
comeback onto the Asian scene 
after years of neglect as a major 
security conference tackles the 
seemingly intractable issues of 
North Korea’s nuclear threat and 
political repression in Myanmar. 

Asia’s “two devils” will hold 
center stage at the annual Asian 
Regional Forum that begins 
Wednesday amid hopes that a unit- 
ed front could be forged among 
enough of the 27 forum members 
to exert pressure on North Korea 
and Myanmar. 

“The presence of Asian coun- 
tries, especially China, may help 
the U.S. communicate its concern 


more effectively to North Korea. 
Even if there is no breakthrough, 
this is a good opportunity to have 
a discussion that goes beyond con- 
demnation,” says Chaiwat Kham- 
choo, an international relations 
expert at Bangkok’s Chulalong- 
korn University. 

The United States, represented 
by Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, will join foreign 
ministers of Asian nations, plus 
Russia and the European Union. 
North Korea is sending a lower- 
level official to the meeting on the 
Thai resort island of Phuket. 

Security also looms as a con- 
cern at the conference itself and 
an anxious Thai government has 
dispatched some 10,000 security 
forces to Phuket to ensure peace.

Arias on Saturday proposed 
to resolve the conflict by re- 
instating ousted President 
Manuel Zelaya as head of a na- 
tional unity government, hold- 
ing early elections and issuing 
a general amnesty.

Graphene production advances give — 
scientists high hopes for future uses

WASHINGTON — Imagine a car- 
bon sheet that’s only one atom thick 
but is stronger than diamond and con- 
ducts electricity 100 times faster than 
the silicon in computer chips. 

That’s graphene, the latest wonder 
material coming out of science labo- 
ratories around the world. It’s creating 
tremendous buzz among physicists, 
chemists and electronic engineers. 

“Tt is the thinnest known material 
in the universe, and the strongest ever 
measured,” Andre Geim, a physicist 
at the University of Manchester, Eng- 
land, wrote in the June 19 issue of the 
journal Science. 

“A few grams could cover a foot- 
ball field,” Rod Ruoff, a graphene re- 
searcher at the University of Texas, 
Austin, said in an e-mail. A gram is 
about 1/30th of an ounce. 

Like diamond, graphene is pure car- 
bon. It forms a six-sided mesh of atoms 
that, through an electron microscope, 
looks like a honeycomb or piece of 


chicken wire. Despite its strength, 


it’s as flexible as plastic wrap and 
can be bent, folded or rolled up 
like a scroll. 

Graphite, the lead in a pencil, 
is made of stacks of graphene 
layers. Although each individ- 
ual layer is tough, the bonds 
between them are weak, so 
they slip off easily and leave a 
dark mark when you write. 

Potential graphene appli- 
cations include touch screens, 
solar cells, energy storage de- 
vices, cell phones and, eventu- 
ally, high-speed computer chips. 

Replacing silicon, the basic elec- 
tronic material in computer chips, 
however, “is a long way off ... far be- 
yond the horizon,” said Geim, who first 





discovered how to produce graphene 
five years ago. 

“In the near- and medium-term, it’s 
going to be extremely difficult for gra- 
phene to displace silicon as the main 
material in computer electronics,” said 
Tomas Palacios, a graphene research- 
er at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. “Silicon is a multibillion- 
dollar industry that has been perfect- 
ing silicon processing for 40 years.” 

Government and university labo- 
ratories, long-established companies 
such as IBM, and small start-ups are 
working to solve difficult problems in 
making graphene and turning it into 
useful products. 

Ruoff founded a company in Aus- 
tin called Graphene Energy, which is 
seeking ways to store renewable ener- 
gy from solar cells or the energy cap- 
tured from braking in autos. 

The Pentagon is also interested in 
this new high-tech material. The De- 
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Lawrence Berkeley 
National Laboratories 
fense Advanced Research Projects 
Agency is spending $22 million on 
research to make computer chips and 
transistors out of graphene. 

Graphene was the leading topic at 
the annual meeting of the American 
Physical Society — a leading organi- 
zation of physicists — in Pittsburgh in 
April. Researchers packed 23 panel 
sessions on the topic. About 1,500 sci- 
entific papers on graphene were pub- 
lished in 2008 alone. 

Until last year, the only way to make 
graphene was to mount flakes of graph- 
ite on sticky tape and separate a single 
layer by carefully peeling away the 
tape. They called it the “Scotch Tape 
technique.” 

Recently, however, scientists have 
discovered a more efficient way to pro- 
duce graphene on an underlying base 
of copper, nickel or silicon, which sub- 
sequently is etched away. 

“There has been spectacular prog- 
ress in the last two or three months,” 
Geim reported in Science. “Chal- 
lenges that looked so daunting just two 
years ago have suddenly shrunk, if not 
evaporated.” 

“1’m confident there will be many 

commercial applications,’ Ruoff 

said. “We will begin to see hybrid 

devices — mostly made from 
silicon, but with a critical part 
of the device being graphene 
— in niche applications.”

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y7| Jump in tremors detected 


SAN JOSE, Calif. — Seismic tools buried in 
deep holes near the town of Parkfield, Calif., have 
found that tremors along the San Andreas Fault 
have increased up to 80 percent over four years, 
according to University of California-Berkeley 
seismologist Robert Nadeau. 

The data, reported in a study published in the 
journal Science, may bring scientists closer to pre- 
dicting potentially devastating quakes. The same 
pressure that stimulates tremors may also stimu- 
late quakes. Quakes are brief and fairly shallow 
events; tremors are ongoing, low-level rumblings 
deep beneath the surface. In Parkfield, each trem- 
or may last between three and 21 minutes. 

“Tremors are very sensitive to stress changes. 
They can signal that there are deep stress chang- 
es going on that we hadn’t detected before,” 
Nadeau said. “They may 
give us useful information 
about the likelihood of 
earthquakes — if not now, 
someday.”

Cats purr-fecting 
their message? 


NEW YORK — A cat’s purr nor- 
mally says, “I’m happy.” But a new 
study in the journal Current Biology, 
suggests some purrs send cat owners 
a different message: “Feed me!” 

Researchers found that purrs 
of hungry cats included a higher- 
pitched sound, somewhat like a cry 
or meow. They played recordings 
of those purrs from 10 cats to 50 
human volunteers, who found them 
to be more urgent and less pleasant 
than contented purrs from the same animals. 

Those food-seeking purrs may exploit the way 
humans respond to a baby’s cry, the researchers 
suggest. Some cats apparently learn to use this 
strategy when they see it’s effective in getting a 
human to feed them, Karen McComb of the Uni- 
versity of Sussex in England said in a statement.

Poll: Science viewed less favorably 


WASHINGTON — The share of Americans 
who see science as the greatest U.S. achievement 
is down sharply, even as individuals continue to 
hold scientists in high regard. 

A new Pew Research Center poll indicates that 
27 percent of Americans say the greatest U.S. 
achievements are in science, medicine and tech- 
nology. That is down from 47 percent in a similar 
study a decade ago, the center reported. 

Most Americans — 64 percent — see this coun- 
try’s science as “above average,” but with advanc- 
es by other countries getting increasing attention, 
just 17 percent say it is the best in the world. 

There is the danger that the United States could 
lose its pre-eminence in science, and efforts to in- 
terest more young people in research are under 
way, said Alan I. Leshner, head of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science.

Protitable banks still face tough road ahead 


Despite posting impressive second-quarter numbers, health of industry 1s uncertain

NEW YORK — The big banks 
are making big money again, 
but they won’t be back to health 
as long as they have to deal with 
a recession and customers de- 
faulting on mortgages and credit 
cards. 

The impressive numbers in- 
cluded a $3 billion second-quar- 
ter profit announced Friday by 


Citigroup and $2.4 billion for 
Bank of America. They followed 
similarly robust earnings for 
Goldman Sachs and JPMorgan 
Chase. 

That the banks managed to 
turn a profit at all is remarkable. 
Just 10 months ago, many of them 
looked to be on the verge of col- 
lapse. The stock market staged a 
huge rally this week, driven by 
the signs of health in banking. 

But Bank of America CEO Ken 
Lewis had some sobering words

MEXICO CITY — Mexican 
federal police announced Friday 
they had cracked the country’s 
most publicized crime of the past 
year: the kidnapping and killing 
of 14-year-old Fernando Marti. 

Federal authorities paraded 
two suspects they said confessed 
roles in the abduction, which ig- 
nited huge anti-crime marches 
throughout Mexico after the 
boy’s body was found Aug. 1 in 
the trunk of a stolen Chevy. Of- 
ficials linked the suspects to kid- 
nappings of 23 people and showed 
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pictures of the grimy Mexico City 
safe houses where the gang alleg- 
edly held its captives. 

But wait. A separate band of 
alleged kidnappers is already 
in custody in the Marti case, ar- 
rested last year by Mexico City 
police and likewise paraded by 
city authorities with a note of tri- 
umph. With the newest arrests, 
law-enforcement officials ap- 
peared to have solved the Marti 
case — again. 

In a nation where residents 
have little confidence in police, 
the latest wrinkle in the high-pro- 
file mystery could represent an 
investigative breakthrough. Or it 
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might turn out to be another em- 
barrassing blow to the image of 
law enforcement. 

Anti-crime activists asked 
Mexico City officials for clarifi- 
cation. Befuddled citizens were 
left to figure out whether anyone 
involved in the case got it right. 

Fernando Marti, the son of the 
founders of a major sporting- 
goods chain, turned up dead even 
after his parents paid millions of 
dollars in ransom. 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion to the latest news from the 
boy’s father, Alejandro Marti,

The kidnappers targeted busi- 
nessmen or their children and 
killed by drugging the victims’ 
food and suffocating them, then 
dumped the bodies in stolen vehi- 
cles, police said. Officials said the 
group was responsible for Fer- 
nando Marti’s death and at least 
seven other murders. 

“This criminal organization is 
considered one of the most vio- 
lent,” the federal public safety 
ministry said. 

Noe Robles Hernandez, 31, 
confessed to killing Marti, feder- 
al police said, while 34-year-old 
Jose Montiel Cardozo, allegedly 
watched over captives.

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Tobacco vs. alcohol

I spent 30 years in the Marine Corps 
and witnessed many alcohol-related inci- 
dents that caused many problems within 
the Corps on Okinawa and elsewhere. I 
also saw how many deaths happened from 
alcohol. I have yet to see one active-duty 
Marine die from tobacco-related illness or 
incidents, although I am sure there have 
been some. 

The powers that be have taken a stance 
where they want to condemn all smok- 
ers, and they continue to raise the price of 
cigarettes. 

If there are so many alcohol-related in- 
cidents, and it is the highest death-related 
drug, then why can I buy a case of beer on 
sale for $10? Why can I buy beer at the gas 
station? The shoppette continues to have 
sales on alcohol, which is the highest con- 
tributing factor to discipline problems, in- 
ternational incidents and death. 

Let’s compare alcohol-related incidents 
and tobacco-related incidents and see 
which has had a graver impact on the mili- 
tary and the community. 

I am in no way endorsing tobacco or con- 
demning alcohol. However, let’s do what is 
right, not politically correct. 

People need to wake up and face the real 
issues: Alcohol is killing more active-duty 
personnel, dependents and civilians than 
tobacco is. If the powers that be are going 
to continue along these lines, then what is 
the next item to be censored or removed 
because it is not socially or politically 
acceptable?

*ve found myself thinking lately about 
[:: tagline for a 1974 horror movie: “If 

this doesn’t make your skin crawl, it’s 
on too tight.” 

What brought the saying to mind? Most 
recently, it was Nevada Sen. John Ensign. 
And before that it was South Carolina Gov. 
Mark Sanford, Sen. David Vitter of Louisi- 
ana and former Idaho Sen. Larry Craig. 

Iam a former Republican and now an in- 
dependent conservative, and what is going 
on with the GOP right now makes my skin 
crawl. What has 
happened to the 
party of morals, 
character and tra- 
ditional beliefs? 

Ensign, Sanford and Vitter should join 
Craig in the private sector and resign im- 
mediately. Not because they cheated on 
their wives but because of their hypocrisy 
and the sleazy things they’ve done in con- 
cert with their philandering. 

Too many of my Republican friends 
offer excuses: “Democrats do the same 
thing,” they say. But that won’t play with 
the American people. 

The Republican leadership — espe- 
cially any member of it who is thinking of 
running for president in 2012 — needs to 
step back and acknowledge that the party 
is damaged, dysfunctional and coming 
across as hypocritical. There was a time 
when Republicans stood for something, but 
today it’s no longer clear what the party’s 
basic tenets are or who speaks for it.

prepare for political extinction. 

So what can the party do? Two things. 
Reclaim the principles of honor, decency 
and morality, and connect with the ex- 
tremely broad base of Americans who em- 
brace those attributes. 

Earlier this year, Mitt Romney and Jeb 
Bush — supported by Haley Barbour, 
John McCain and others — gathered at a 
pizza parlor in Arlington, Va., to announce 
something called the “National Council for 
a New America.” But the true “new Amer- 
ica” isn’t one inhabited by older, wealthy, 
white politicians. 

I’m a conservative who grew up in ab- 
ject poverty and was homeless a number 
of times as a child. More often than not, as 
a white child, I found myself living — until 
the next eviction — in predominantly black 
neighborhoods. That’s where I caught my 





first glimpse of true American heroes: 
the single black moms who worked two 
or three jobs and did everything in their 
power to protect and advance their chil- 
dren. Today, I’m married to a Hispanic- 
American woman and have witnessed up 
front the true “family values” that Ameri- 
can Latinos embrace. 

To make itself relevant again, the GOP 
needs to shed the morally bankrupt leaders 
who have violated the trust of their fami- 
lies and their constituents and embrace a 
broader base, a broader definition of what 


it is to be a conservative. 

For what it’s worth — and as one who 
comes from the unwashed masses — I’d 
tell the Republican leaders to go silent, 
get off the screen and get out among 
the American people for a few months 
and simply listen. Just listen. By doing 
so, they just might rediscover their lost 
convictions.

ix months into the Obama adminis- 
Gece Republicans appear like a 

den of snakes, hissing about Sarah 
Palin’s future, Mark Sanford’s dalliance 
and Barack Obama’s agenda. 

But not all is lost. Obama is setting up 
the issue that could help return them to 
power in six to eight years. His charisma 
alone will be hard to beat in 2012, but his 
swelling of the federal debt eventually 
could return the country to the GOP. 

So there’s a way out, but first, we must 
understand the elements of today’s GOP 
snake pit: 

E-mail conservatives: This is where 
you'll find many devoted social conserva- 
tives, who still take their cues from Rush 
Limbaugh and the e-mail blasts from GOP 
headquarters and forward the links. They 
pounce on anyone in the blogosphere who 
deviates from the conservative line. These 
newly wired-up netrooters are the latest 
manifestation of the GOP base. 

Elected conservatives: The congressio- 
nal backbenchers might be as conservative 
as the wired base, but they also know they 
need votes to pass bills. 

Rep. Joe Barton, R-Texas, is a good ex- 
ample. Deeply conservative on issues like 
energy economics, he’Il lead the opposition 
to many Democratic energy ideas. But he 
also has partnered with Democrat John 
Dingell of Michigan to pass proposals. 

It will be interesting to see if any elect- 
ed conservatives peel off and join Demo- 
crats on health care or, later, immigration 
reform. 

Fiscal conservatives: Rep. Jeb Hensar- 
ling of Dallas and Arizona Rep. Jeff Flake 
typify the inheritors of the GOP’s Robert 
Taft wing. Like the late Ohio Republican, 
their first question is: How much does 


that cost? 

That’s a good impulse and, if they’re 
smart, they won’t drive away moderate 
Republicans equally passionate about ex- 
cessive spending. If they form a broader 
network, fiscal con- 
servatives could lead 
the party out of their 
snake pit, especially 
if Obama_ doesn’t 
control the debt. 

Social moderates: 
You find these GOP 
outliers in statehouses like California, 
where Arnold Schwarzenegger governs, 
and in key positions in the Senate, where 
both parties court centrists like Maine 
Sens. Susan Collins and Olympia Snowe. 

Libertarian thinkers: Brainy grads 
from prestigious schools gather to form 
ideas in places like the Cato Institute and 
The Federalist Society. Their concepts 
can be too theoretical, but their proposals

country to the GOP. 


— and staffers — give the GOP intellectual 
energy. 

The easy way would be for Republicans 
to unite behind a charismatic figure, but 
that person probably won’t emerge by 
2012. 

That’s not all bad, 
because they need 
time to work out a 
strategy. Obama 
gives them the core 
by proving so will- 
ing to run up the 
debt, which is headed to its highest ratio of 
GDP since World War II. In six years or so, 
many more Americans will wonder how 
they got saddled with such a burden. 

Yet the GOP will need more than fiscal 
responsibility. Even the flinty Taft couldn’t 
get to the White House in the 1950s on 
prudence. 

Here are two more issues they should 
consider: 


Champion public schools as the great 
assimilators: Public schools are a primary 
way immigrants assimilate into America. 
George W. Bush understood this and fo- 
cused like mad on education. By building 
on his record, Republicans could show 
they care about Latinos. 

Reclaim national parks as a GOP issue: 
My family and I just spent two weeks 
bouncing around national parks in New 
Mexico and Colorado. The more I thought 
about these vast lands, the more I thought 
Republicans should reclaim their roots. 
Teddy Roosevelt was the ultimate parks 
president and, by embracing these needs, 
the GOP could show that enjoyment of pub- 
lic lands and conservation are consistent 
with conservative values. 

Republicans will need other issues, of 
course, and plenty of time. Don’t expect 
the snake pit to calm down soon.

The Barre-Montpelier Times- 
Argus reports Christopher Hagan 
sued the city in May, arguing that 
it didn’t have the authority to pass 
an ordinance that prevents sex of- 
fenders from living within 1,000 
feet of schools and recreation 
areas. 

The city agreed to stay enforce- 
ment for two months or until a 
court rules on Hagan’s motion for 
a preliminary injunction in the 
suit brought by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 

Hagan was accused in 2001 of 
sexual assault as a result of what 
he claimed was consensual sex 
with a 15-year-old. Hagan, then 18, 
pleaded guilty to a lesser charge.

Second settlement 
reached in VA deaths 


IL EAST ST. LOUIS, Ill. — 

The second of two Kentucky 
widows has settled her federal 
lawsuit over surgical care they say 
killed their husbands at an Illinois 
Veterans Affairs hospital where 
major surgeries have been halted 
for nearly two years after a spike 
in patient deaths. 

Terms of Darla Marshall’s set- 
tlement over 61-year-old James 
Marshall’s July 2007 blood infec- 
tion death six days after his lymph 
node biopsy at the VA hospital in 
Marion were not disclosed in on- 
line court records. 

Another widow, Katrina Shank 
of Murray, Ky., last year settled 
for $975,000 her lawsuit involving 
Robert Shank III, an Air Force 
veteran who was 50 when he bled 
to death in 2007 a day after under- 
going gallbladder surgery at the 
Marion site. 

Both were patients of surgeon 
Jose Veizaga-Mendez, who re- 
signed in August 2007, three days 
after Shank died. 

Within a month of Shank’s death, 
surgeries at the Marion site — 
which serves veterans from south- 
ern Illinois, southwestern Indiana 
and western Kentucky — were 
halted after the VA found that at 
least nine deaths between October 
2006 and March 2007 were “di- 
rectly attributable” to substandard 
care there. 


Former Marine fights 
big cat with chainsaw 


WY CODY — A man says 
he used his chainsaw to 
fight off a starving mountain lion 
that attacked him while he was 
camping in the Shoshone National 
Forest. 

Former Marine Dustin Britton 
of Windsor, Colo., says he raised 
the chainsaw he had been using 
to cut brush and inflicted a six- to 
eight-inch gash on the 100-pound 
lion’s shoulder. 

The animal retreated, leav- 
ing Britton with a small puncture 
wound on his forearm. Wildlife 
agents later shot the lion after it at- 
tacked a dog brought in to track the 
animal.

Starbucks locations 
get localized makeover

The ubiquitous coffee-shop giant 
is dropping the household name 
from its 15th Avenue East store 
on Capitol Hill in Seattle, a shop 
that was slated to close at one point 
last year but is being remodeled in 
Starbucks’ new rustic, eco-friend- 
ly style. 

It will open soon and will be the 
first of at least three remodeled 
Seattle-area stores that will bear 
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the names of their neighborhoods 
rather than the 16,000-store chain 
to which they belong. 

Names and locations for the 
other two shops have not been 
finalized. If the pilot goes well 
in Seattle, it could move to other 
markets.

Chanel Birden says co-workers 
made fun of her and called her 
vulgar names because of her gen- 
der change. 

The 27-year-old Harlem resi- 
dent says she worked in the depart- 
ment’s Central Park mail room for 
two months until she was fired. 

She filed a lawsuit in Manhattan 
alleging gender discrimination. 
The lawsuit asks for unspecified 
damages. 


Three on trial in alleged

Day 2008 had barely 
begun when Raylen Smith made a 
quick run to Wal-Mart to buy milk 
for his cereal. 

Federal prosecutors said that 
while Smith browsed the aisles, 
four shoppers he’d never met plot- 
ted an attack, then jumped him in 
the parking lot — all because he is 
black. 

The hate crime trial of Michael 
Bullard, Jennifer Hartpence and 
Richard Armstrong began in 
Boise’s federal court with opening 
arguments and initial testimony. 
The fourth person indicted in the 
beating, James Whitewater, plead- 
ed guilty to conspiring to violate 
rights. 


$14M award upheld in 
drunk driving accident 


WA OLYMPIA  — _— The 
Supreme Court in 
Washington state unanimously 
reinstated a $14 million award to 
a family who sued a tavern and a 
bartender after one of the bar’s 
customers drove away from the 
establishment and collided with 
their car, leaving a 7-year-old-boy 
a paraplegic. 

Washington state’s justices noted 
that a forensic consultant found 
that the bar patron — Hawkeye 
Kinkaid — likely drank the equiv- 
alent of either 21 12-ounce beers 
or 30 ounces of 80-proof alcohol, 
and probably had a blood alcohol 
content of 0.32 at the time of the 
collision. The legal threshold in 
Washington state is 0.08. 

Kinkaid was drinking at the 
Bellingham Moose Lodge, about 
90 miles north of Seattle, just be- 
fore the April 2000 accident. 

Kinkaid’s__ girlfriend, Alexis 
Chapman, was a bartender at the 
lodge and served him the night of 
the accident. 

After Kinkaid left the lodge, he 
drove his car across the center 
line of a road in nearby Ferndale, 
striking the car of Bianca Faust of 
New York City, who was driving 
with her two children and infant 
grandchild. 

Kinkaid was killed and every- 
one in Faust’s car was injured, in- 
cluding 7-year-old Christopher.

What your old 
friend needs is to get into a pro- 
gram that will help him get off the 
streets and medicated 
back to reality. 

If you know any 
members of his fam- 
ily, contact them and 
tell them you have 
seen him. Many street 
people have lost touch 
with their loved ones, 
and their families do 
not know how to find 
them. If that’s not pos- 
sible, look for shelters 
or other programs that 
reach out to and pro- 
vide help for mentally 
ill homeless people.

If you are 
still unreachable, child protective 
services would be called. 

It is your responsibility as 
a mother to ensure your chil- 
dren’s safety — and in this case 
that means you should NEVER 
allow them in a vehicle with a 
driver whose license has been 
suspended.

OKLAHOMA CITY — The fans 
still cheer when the tall blonde 
with the glittery, red headband 
makes her way into the pitching 
circle. And Jennie Finch has still 
got game. 

While many of her former 
Olympic teammates have put 
away their softball cleats, the 
sport’s most recognizable face is 
still going strong, and she doesn’t 
know when she’1] stop. 

Finch calls softball a summer- 
to-summer decision these days, 
with the next chance at playing 
in the Olympics seven years away 
and not a sure thing. The 28-year- 
old Knows she won’t be playing 
then, but she also isn’t ready to 
walk away now. 

Softball needs Finch, and she 
needs the game. 

She can reel off the reasons 
why she’s still putting on the red, 
white and blue at a time when the 
sport is at a crossroads. The Inter- 
national Olympic Committee con- 
trols a big chunk of softball’s fate 
with its decision coming up this 
October on whether to include the 
sport in the 2016 Games. 

Finch feels compelled to do her 
part to help continue a tradition 
built by the likes of Dot Rich- 
ardson and Lisa Fernandez, and 
bridge the gap to the next genera- 
tion of softball players. 

“It’s for these young girls out 
here. I love it. It’s so special to see 
them, just seeing female athletes 
compete and play the game. I love 
the game. I love my teammates,” 
Finch said. 

“I feel the Lord definitely 
opened this opportunity. If you 
would have told me last year that 
I would have the opportunity to 
be playing first base, hitting No. 


Finch shines on as the 


5, and then pitching and hitting at 
the same time, it’s pretty special. 
To have the opportunity, I’m so 
grateful for it.” 

Finch made herself Known as 
one of the sport’s most dominant 
pitchers. She won an NCAA-re- 
cord 60 consecutive games at 
Arizona, leading the Wildcats to 
the 2001 NCAA title and becom- 
ing a star for the Olympic team. 
Appearances on “This Week in 
Baseball” gave her the chance to 
show that not even major league 
hitters could get a piece of one of 
her deliveries. 

“T think you have to consider 
her the face of the game in terms 
of the media attention, and the 
spotlight, so to speak, has been 
on her for quite a while,” said 
Jay Miller, first-year coach of the 
U.S. national team. “I think she 
handles that very well. As great a 
ballplayer as she is, she’s an even 
better person.” 

Finch said it gives her chills to 
hear fans cheering for her like 
they did when she moved over 
from first base to take over in 
relief during the Americans’ 7-2 
victory against the Netherlands 
in their World Cup of Softball 
opener Thursday. 

She struck out the first five bat- 
ters she faced and 11 of 13 in four 
dominant innings. And beyond 
showing off her pitching prowess, 
Finch is finally getting a chance 
to hit, too. 

After being asked to save her 
energy mainly for pitching the 
past few years, Finch impressed 
Miller with her hitting during 
training camp. She delivered 
the championship-winning hit in 
the bottom of the seventh in the 
final game of the Canada Cup this 
month, then started the World 
Cup by going 3-for-3 with an RBI 
and arun scored. 
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It was the kind of performance 
that Finch said “makes you want 
to play forever.” 

But Finch knows that won’t 
happen. Her son, Ace, is 3 years 
old and she’s the only mom on the 
U.S. team this summer, though 
outfielder Jessica Mendoza is 
taking time off while awaiting her 
first child. 

Longtime teammates Laura 
Berg, Crystl Bustos, Stacey Nu- 
veman, Kelly Kretschman, Jenny 
Topping, Tairia Flowers and 
Lovieanne Jung retired following 
the Olympics. Finch came back, 
unable to shake off a 3-1 loss to 
Japan in the gold medal game in 
the Olympics. 

“Leaving that ballfield in Bei- 
jing, I definitely wanted to come 
back and I wanted to have the op- 
portunity to wear this uniform 
again,” she said. “I wanted to 
continue to play USA softball and 
rebound from that silver medal 
there in China. 

“T felt like I had a lot more to 
give.” 

That includes adding experi- 
ence to a revamped U.S. squad 
that features 10 rookies. Miller 
said he counts on Finch to mea- 
sure the pulse of the team and has 
found her helpful in smoothing 
the transition between coaches. 

“She’s just been a joy to work 
with. She went from one of our 
younger players to our oldest 
player this year, although we 
don’t like to remind her of that 
too often,’ Miller said. “She’s a 
tremendous ambassador for our 
sport. The patience that she shows 
in terms of dealing with the fans 
and media and things like that 
has been outstanding. 

“You couldn’t ask for a better 
representative for our sport in 
the world.”

Clijsters considering a full-fledged comeback

im Clijsters is mar- 

ried and amom these 

days.

The former top-ranked woman 
is ending a two-year retirement 
this summer, revving up with 
appearances in World Team- 
Tennis next week, followed by a 
three-tournament test run. After 
returning to the U.S. Open for 
the first time since winning it 
in 2005, Clijsters will decide if 
a full-fledged return to the tour 
next season is feasible. 

“T’ve been training like a pro- 
fessional, with my mind-set to 
coming back as a full professional. 
I’m just going to see after the U.S. 
Open how the whole trip went and 
just see which things I have to ad- 
just,” Clijsters said Friday. 

“Because it’s a new experience 
for me, as well, traveling with a 
family and just being back on tour 
and everything. It’s going to be 
completely different than it has 
been when I was on tour for 10 or 
12 years in the past.”

The 26-year-old Belgian left 
the sport in May 2007 to start a 
family. 

She married American Brian 
Lynch that year, and their daugh- 


ter, Jada, was born in February 
2008. 

Clijsters called what she’s 
doing now “starting back all over. 
I hardly played for two years.” 


She reached No. 1 in the singles 
and doubles rankings in August 
2003, and won 34 career singles 
titles, including her Grand Slam 
championship at Flushing Mead- 
ows, N.Y. She also was the runner- 
up in four major tournaments. 

Clijsters was given wild cards 
to enter WTA tournaments at 
Mason, Ohio, and Toronto, fol- 
lowed by the U.S. Open, which 
begins Aug. 31. 

“We should only be so lucky 
that she would come back on a 
permanent basis,” U.S. Open 
tournament director Jim Curley 
said. “Regardless of where we 
are — and where people think we 
are — as asport, when the oppor- 
tunity presents itself for a former 
Grand Slam singles champion 
and popular fan favorite to come 
back after retiring, that can only 
have a positive impact.” 

Before those three events, Cli- 
jsters is making her return to com- 
petition with World TeamTennis. 

She will play matches at St. 
Louis on Tuesday and Philadel- 
phia on Wednesday. 

“It’s great for the sport that 
Kim is back,’ World TeamTen- 
nis founder Billie Jean King said. 


“Kim has a great game and per- 
sonality for WTT, so our fans are 
the real winners here.” 

Clijsters is looking forward to 
making her WTT debut with the 
St. Louis Aces. 

“You want to have that ten- 
sion again, and the official type 
of matches. Although it’s not the 
same as a normal tournament, 
the atmosphere, I think, is there 
— and the tension and the pres- 
sure and the nerves and every- 
thing,” Clijsters said. 

She’s been in New Jersey, stay- 
ing with Lynch’s family while get- 
ting ready for her return, so these 
initial trips aren’t as daunting as 
they might be if Clijsters were in 
Belgium. 

The past several months of 
preparation have been enjoyable. 
Still, she can’t wait to compete. 

“T like practicing,’ Clijsters 
said, “but I like playing matches 
better.” 

And she’ll have an important 
new fan tagging along. How much 
of Clijsters’ matches that fan ac- 
tually will see is another matter. 

“T don’t know how much Jada 
will be able to sit in the stands,” 
Mom said, “but she’ll definitely 
come.”

BESANCON, France — Lance 
Armstrong dropped one_ spot 
to fourth place Saturday in the 
Tour de France during a stage 
overshadowed by the roadside 
death of a woman hit by a police 
motorcycle. 

Serguei Ivanov of Russia won 
the 14th stage and Armstrong’s 
former teammate, George Hin- 
Capie, rose to second, just missing 
the yellow jersey. Hincapie ar- 
rived 16 seconds after Ivanov in a 
small breakaway group. 

Hincapie is five seconds behind 
overall leader Rinaldo Nocentini 
of Italy. Nocentini was 5 minutes, 
36 seconds behind the breakaway 
group but kept the yellow jersey 
an eighth straight day. 

Alberto Contador dropped from 
second to third. Contador, Arm- 
strong’s Astana teammate and 
the 2007 champion, is six seconds 
behind Nocentini. Armstrong is 
another two seconds back. 

Hincapie is the only rider to 
be a teammate of Armstrong as 
he won seven straight Tour titles 
from 1999 to 2005. Hincapie wore 
the leader’s shirt for a day in 
2006 — the year after Armstrong 
retired. 

“George is a good friend,” 
Armstrong said. “We wanted him 
to have the jersey. It would have 
been great for him.” 

The accident happened 24 
miles into the 124-mile trip from 
Colmar to Besancon. The victim, 


while she’s crossing the road 


identified by organizers as a 61- 
year-old woman, was crossing the 
road when struck by a motorcycle 
escorting riders. Two others were 
injured and taken to a hospital 
when the motorcycle skidded into 
them. One was 36 and complained 
of neck pain; the other was 61 and 
had a broken leg. 

Hincapie, 36, who rides for the 
Columbia team, entered the stage 
5:25 behind Nocentini in 28th 
place. Through the final miles, 
Hincapie’s breakaway group was 
more than six minutes ahead 
of the Italian, fanning suspense 
about the yellow shirt. 

Nocentini’s AG2R-La Mondiale 
team, then American team Gar- 
min both accelerated the pace, 
trimming the gap by the finish. 
Hincapie missed the yellow jer- 
sey by seconds. 

TV cameras showed the frus- 
trated Hincapie as he watched 
Nocentini’s pack cross the finish 
line. He did not speak to report- 
ers before entering the team bus. 

“Until 10km to go he was sol- 
idly in yellow until GARMIN put 
on the gas and made sure it didn’t 
happen,” Armstrong wrote on 
his Twitter feed. “(Hincapie) de- 
serves to be in yellow tonight. He 
deserves more than that.” 

Ivanov made a sign of the cross 
as he finished the stage in 4 hours, 
37 minutes, 46 seconds after es- 
caping the breakaway group with 
about seven miles left. 

Ivanov rose to 56th place over- 
all, 27:47 behind Nocentini.

HATTIESBURG, Miss. — 
Micah Williams doesn’t show up 
to summer workouts at Oak Grove 
High School without gloves. 

Thanks to the fourth guy in the 
quarterback rotation — the tall 
one with the gray beard — they’re 
required gear. 

“He’s still throwing like he 
used to,” Williams said. “Still 
with the zip. Hard. If you don’t 
wear gloves, your hands are going 
to be through.” 

The senior wide receiver is 
talking about his summertime 
teammate, Brett Favre — the 
39-year-old quarterback, Super 
Bowl winner and three-time NFL 
MVP. 

Anyone who thinks Favre is 
adrift without a team as he con- 
templates a return for a 19th 
season, this time with the Min- 
nesota Vikings, is wrong. Favre 
has everything he needs here at 
Oak Grove, where coach Nevil 
Barr agreed to let him join team 
workouts five summers ago when 
Favre was in Green Bay. 

“It’s hard to run 110s on your 
own,” Favre said Wednesday 
morning after a session under a 
sweltering sun. “It’s hard to run 
stadiums on your own. I can re- 
member pulling tires out here. 
That’s very hard to do on your 
own. So I was at a point in my ca- 
reer I felt like I needed some mo- 
tivation, someone to kind of kick 
me into gear. So I came out.” 

He’s been having a great time 
since. There’s an endless supply 
of hands waiting to be graced 
with a pass from a guy who’s 
started in the Pro Bowl and has 
made a yearly ritual of keeping 
the football world uncertain about 
whether he’l1l play again or not. 

Then there’s the camaraderie 
— joking around and just hang- 
ing out. 

And there’s a common goal: to 
be ready to give it all this season. 

“He’s got a good sense of 
humor,” junior quarterback John 
Mark said. “He’s a laid-back guy. 
He’s just like one of us. He’s out 
there having a good time.”

practice time. He takes his turn 
in the rotation, throwing to any 
receiver in the group, from se- 
niors who enjoy running under 
one of his deep end-zone passes 
to the new guys making their way 
up from the junior varsity. The 
All-Pro usually takes it easier on 
the little guys. 

“With the small ones, you’ve 
got to learn to take a little bit off 
when you throw it,” Favre said. 
“T haven’t had a parent call me 
and say, ‘Are you trying to kill my 
son?” 

Favre joined the team after 
classmates of his daughter asked 
“Mr. Brett” — “which is weird,” 
he says — to come work out. He 
liked it immediately. There are 
few star-struck moments out 
here, though the occasional cam- 
era or journalist can cause a stir. 

Most days, there have been 
no pictures this summer, just 
Favre — workout after workout. 
He’s missed just one since he 
was cleared by doctors to start 
throwing. He jokes with the War- 
riors, gives tips on footwork and 
preaches the importance of a 
quarterback’s eyes. 

“Our kids are used to it, as 
strange as it seems,” Barr said. 
“They love it. Believe me, they 
know who he is and what he’s 
done, but they feel comfortable 
around him.” 

Oak Grove players often use the 
word “awesome” to describe the 
experience of playing with Favre 
and “cool” to describe the man. 

Like this, from sophomore 
quarterback Steven Papas: “It’s 
pretty awesome. It’s not, like, 
every day you get to talk to a Hall 
of Famer pretty much. And I 
mean he’s cool. It’s cool just being 
around him.” 

Barr believes Favre’s willing-

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Chalmers, still trying 
to emulate Norman, 
leads in Milwaukee

MILWAUKEE — Greg Chalm- 
ers started playing golf at age 13 
and there was only one pro he and 
most every other Australian kid 
aspired to be — Greg Norman. 

Chalmers, who has led the 
U.S. Bank Championship from 
the start, is in position to win 
here 20 years after Norman won 
the Greater Milwaukee Open by 
three strokes in 1989. 

Chalmers shot a 67 on Friday 
to move to 9-under 131 and take a 
two-stroke lead. It’s the first time 
in nine years he’s led a PGA event 
heading into the weekend, and 
he’s in search of his first tour vic- 
tory after two on the Nationwide 
tour. 

“T won the Australian Open in 
1998 and he won his first Austra- 
lian Open (in 1980),” said Chalm- 
ers, 35, who has played golf with 
Norman a handful of times. 

“It’s a really weird game to me 
sometimes. Tiger Woods’ next 
counterpart could be a 15-year- 
old kid right now.” 

Chalmers was two shots ahead 
of Chris Riley (66), Jeff Klauk 
(69) and Kris Blanks (63). Kevin 
Na (65), Marc Turnesa (65) and 
Steve Flesch (65) were one more 
stroke back at 6 under. 

After Thursday’s blustery con- 
ditions made the field post the 
worst scores in a round since 
2004, temperatures plunged into 
the 60s and rain showers made it 
seem more like the British Open 
at Turnberry. 

The unseasonably _ chilly 
weather was expected to continue 
through the weekend, but Chalm- 
ers remains on the same track 
Norman was when he won this 
tournament. 

The left-hander nicknamed 
“Snake” has needed just one putt 
on 21 of the 36 holes so far. 

“I made most putts inside 10 
feet,” Chalmers said. 

“At this level, if you’re going 
to lead the tournament or be 
competitive, you’ve got to make 
them.” 

Chalmers, who last led a tour- 
nament at the halfway point nine 
years ago in the Nissan Open and 


had his best result that year with 
a tie for second in the Kemper 
Open, made a mistake early after 
starting his day at No. 10. 

He bogeyed the par-3 14th after 
his wayward tee shot left him 
needing a 12-foot putt to make 
par. But, just like in Thursday’s 
opening round, Chalmers came 
on strong with birdies at Nos. 17 
and 18. 

He also had birdies at Nos. 4 
and 5 for the second consecutive 
day. 

“It was a working-man’s 3 
under,” he said. 

The working-man mentality 
should serve him well this week- 
end after changing conditions 
continued Friday, keeping scores

It even got the attention of Jack Nicklaus, 
whom Watson beat at Turnberry in the fa- 
mous “Duel in the Sun” in 1977.

Former ace of staff has his No. 31 retired; 
Atlanta stages offensive show vs. New York

ATLANTA — The Atlanta Braves inducted 
Greg Maddux into the team’s Hall of Fame 
and retired his number. 

Then the Braves really paid tribute to the 
four-time Cy Young Award winner: They held 
the New York Mets to two hits in an 11-0 vic- 
tory Friday night. 

Jair Jurrjens combined with three reliev- 
ers on the shutout and Brian McCann drove 
in four runs in the first three innings. 

Jurrjens (8-7) gave up both hits and two 
walks in six innings after a pregame cere- 
mony in which the Braves retired the No. 31 
worn by Maddux. Boone Logan, Luis Valdez 
and Kris Medlen each pitched an inning after 
Jurrjens left. 

“Tt was one of the best nights I’ve ever spent 
at this ballpark,” Braves manager Bobby Cox 
said. 

Maddux was the sixth Braves player to have 
his number retired by the team. 

“T think it was a special night for every- 
body in Atlanta,” Jurrjens said. “He did a lot 
of great things for this city and I think every- 
body wanted to come out with a bang, to make 
it more special.” 

McCann and Yunel Escobar each had three 
hits for Atlanta, and Escobar had three RBIs. 

The slumping Mets lost Gary Sheffield to 
a hamstring injury in the fifth inning. Shef- 
field grabbed the back of his right thigh after 
catching up to a double hit by Escobar in the 
fifth inning. He dropped the ball and leaned 
over while center fielder Angel Pagan threw 
the ball back to the infield. 

“When I got ready to throw the ball, that’s 
when I felt it grab,” Sheffield said.

Dodgers have no answer for Oswalt

LOS ANGELES — Roy Oswalt 
made the most of his six days 
off between starts — and a lot of 
early run support. 

Oswalt continued his domi- 
nance over NL West teams with a 
four-hitter in his first outing after 
the All-Star break, leading the 
Houston Astros to an 8-1 victory 
over the Los Angeles Dodgers on 
Friday night. Batterymate Ivan 
Rodriguez had a homer among 
his four hits and Miguel Tejada 
also connected. 

First baseman Lance Berk- 
man, who leads Houston with 18 
homers, didn’t start because of 
a mild strain of his left calf. But 
the Astros didn’t miss him, stak- 
ing Oswalt to a 7-0 lead and win- 
ning for the seventh time in nine 
games at Dodger Stadium. 

“Roy was unbelievable. His 
fastball was exploding big-time,” 
Rodriguez said. “When you pitch 
with a big lead, you’re always 


going to try to attack every hitter 
and try to get as many outs on as 
few pitches as you can. And that’s 
what he did.” 

Oswalt (6-4) threw 105 pitches 
en route to his 16th complete 
game in 261 career starts and 
third this season. He struck out 
five and walked none. Oswalt is 
12-0 with a 2.13 ERA in his past 
13 starts against the NL West, 
and is 36-12 against that division 
during his career. 

“They’ve got a good lineup, so 
the biggest thing is to keep them 
off balance and try to get them 
out in front and make them lean 
out off the plate,’ Oswalt said. 
“You also don’t want to walk guys. 
They’ve got guys who can hit the 
ball out of the park, so you don’t 
want to put anyone on and allow 
them to have a big inning.” 

The Astros, a season-worst 
nine games out of first place on 
May 31, are three games behind 


NL Central-leading St. Louis fol- 
lowing their 14th victory in 20 
games. 

“We’re playing pretty good 
baseball right now,” left fielder 
Carlos Lee said. “We’ve been fly- 
ing under the radar, and it’s bet- 
ter to stay that way and kind of 
sneak through teams.” 

Since May 29, the Astros are 28- 
16 and the Dodgers are 22-19. Los 
Angeles still owns the best record 
in the majors at 56-33, with a 6!/2- 
game lead over San Francisco. 

“We’ve had very few of these 
games, where a ballclub just 
manhandled us,’ manager Joe 
Torre said. “If we’re going to be 
a first-place team, we’re going to 
have to shrug off this stuff. Right 
now we’re not scoring runs, and 
tonight we didn’t get good start- 
ing pitching.” 

Torre, whose relief corps has 
pitched a major league-high 
312'/3 innings, was forced to go 
to his bullpen with two outs in 


the second after Chad Billingsley 
(9-5) gave up hits to nine of the 
14 batters he faced and left with 
a 6-0 deficit. The All-Star right- 
hander is 0-2 with a 6.55 ERA in 
his past six starts. 

“He’s a great pitcher, but he just 
had a bad night,” Rodriguez said. 
“He got behind in the count a lot 
of times and his breaking ball 
wasn’t working very well. He was 
just bouncing it in the dirt, so we 
basically were just sitting on the 
fastball. And every time he threw 
it, we were right on it.” 

Tejada homered to _ left-cen- 
ter with two outs in the first, 
his eighth of the season. Hunter 
Pence added a two-run double 
and Rodriguez singled home the 
fourth run. Geoff Blum knocked 
Billingsley out of the game witha 
two-run double.

Even as he slipped out of the lead Sat- 
urday in the testing breeze off the Firth 
of Clyde, Watson didn’t blink except to 
hold back the occasional tears. He is 
close enough to the claret jug to believe 
he can win again. 


A 30-foot birdie putt on the 16th gave 
him a share of the lead. 

Then came a hybrid 2-iron that took 
a bounce to the left and onto the green, 
setting up another birdie. 

When he walked up the 18th fairway, 
his name atop the massive yellow lead- 
erboard, Watson was on his way to a 1- 
over 71 and a one-shot lead, leaving him 
18 holes away from becoming the oldest 
champion of a major in history. 

Can this really happen? Even Watson 
wasn’t sure early in the week. 

Now, those doubts have morphed 


into determination. “The first day here, 
“Yeah, let the old geezer have his day in 
the sun,’” Watson said. 

“The second day you said, ‘Well, that’s 
OK.’ And now today, you kind of perk 
up your ears and say, “This old geezer 
might have a chance to win the tourna- 
ment.’ I don’t know what’s going to hap- 
pen, but I do know one thing. I feel good 
about what I did today. I feel good about 
my game plan. 

“And who knows?” he said. “It might 
happen.”
